The morale of the army alread 
has been damaged by the conflict 
which has pitted it against French­ 
men, Sunday s clash between set­

THE KIGHT TO KNOW 


The Internal Revenue Service ruling that electric utility 
companies cannot regard the cost of institutional advertising, 
which presents their side of the public-vs-private power con­ 
troversy, as a legitimate business expense in making 
out 
their income tax return, has stirred up a hornet’s nest of edi­ 
torial comment in newspapers and magazines throughout the 
country. So has proposed legislation by which Congress would 
implement, and support this ruling. And the overwhelming 
mass of the editorial comment says, in effect, that the ruling 
is indefensible, amounts to an attack on freedom of speech, 
and violates the most basic Constitutional principles. 
The comment, moreover, generally stresses the fact that 
the isue goes far beyond anyone’s belief or disbelief iii either 
public or private power. What is at stake is the right to freely 
express one’s opinions—and, most important of all. the pub­ 
lic’s right to know. These rights, obviously, will be woefully 
weakened and emasculated if the exercise of them is to result 
in a heavy tax penalty. 
The Saturday Evening Roost ran a long editorial opposing 
the ruling, in which it said it expected to arouse the ire of 
public-power advocates. It then added: ‘Rut the principle 
involved requires a frank statement of what such rulings 
can mean to freedom, not merely for public-utility adver­ 
t i n g , or even advertising in general, but for freedom to ex­ 
press any views which tax bureaucrats—|>erhaps stimulated 
by political demagogues—-decide to penalize." 
In other* words, if such rulings can be made to stick the 
freedom of speech* of any individual, any group, and any or­ 
ganization can be effectsely muzzled. And those in the driv­ 
ers seat will thus make sure that only their side of contro­ 
versial issue* tan be freely and widely argued.

money.

if our G overnm ent, for exam ple,

robbery under the 
forms of law. No one would say 
that inflation is a good thing. 
Stretched over a period of years, 
the dam age is not so devastating, 
but it is as great. Ninety-nine per 
cent of the value of money would

Fear or lack of fear cuts no 
ice as regards w hether mosquitoes 
will bite jo u r skin or TB or diph 
theria 
or 
typhoid 
germ s 
will 
‘bite” you internally. 
Your m ental outlook and coura­ 
ge are effective rn handling dogs 
or horses, which have minds and 
can react to your tim idity. 
Dogs and horses thus apparent­ 
ly ‘sense” whether you are afraid 
of them and if you are. they take 
advantage. 


But dogs and horses have brains. 
G erm s do not! So your courage 
does 
not 
drive 
disease 
germ* 
away from you or curb their abi­ 
lity to cause infection. 
Mental Medicine 
But a positive 
outlook 
and 
a 
courageous attitude will promote 
better health by letting you sleep 
m ore soundly. 
If von are a frady ra t and sure 
you will die. that very fear m av 
kill your appetite so you fail to 
rat properly. It may aliso rob you 
of necessary sleep via insom nia, 
It can oven inhibit the proper 
secretion of your ductless glands 
and produce spastic colitis, peptic 
ulcer, plus attacks of angina pec­ 
toris. 
But always rem em ber the sim ­ 
ple fact thai courageous folks who 
have no peptic ulcer or spastic 
colitis or insomnia, will still tie 
bitten just as readily by m osqui­ 
toes and flies, bedbugs and wood 
ticks. 
And vividly keep in mind the 
fact that disease germ s are com­ 
parable to those outside bugs ex­ 
cept the germ s ./.tack you from 
inside. 
You can, m oreover, n i s i your 
blood pressure excessively just by 
fear 
and 
thus 
predispose 
your 
brain to a stroke of apoplexy. 
An Arm y Colonel once consult­ 
ed me concerning his fear of m e­ 
dics in m ilitary uniform . He had 
no terro r of doctors, 
until 
they 
were in m ilitary garb. 
For exam ple, his blood pressure 
had been tested at 135. That was 
by a civilian doctor. 
Then he 
underwent 
a 
routine 
m ilitary check-up and his blood 
pressure registered 219. just one 
week after the form er test. 
The m ilitary 
physician 
sensed 
that the Colonel had a com plex, 
so told him to relax and come 
back in a week or so for a second 
test. 
Meanwhile, the Colonel was test 
cd by two other civilian m edics 
who got him at 136 and 138. But 
when the Army 
medic 
checked 
him a second tim e, it was 222. 
Such fear-inspired rise in blood 
pressure often explain? why peo­ 
ple may suffer strokes (blowout of 
blood vessels in the brain). If yod 
double the pressure in your auto 
tires, you'll be m ore likely to have 
tire blowouts, too! 
But fear does not entice germ s 
to attack you!

A num ber of guide posts for the 
future were spotlighted by the vet­ 
eran legislator, a long-time leader 
of the congressional conservative*, 
in a Chicago address. 
The Virginia Senator always is 
listened to by his colleagues This 
speech took on even added interest 
because of tile January 6 reconven­ 
ing of Congress in a session which 
could see action on his proposals. 
Here are some of the things 
whieh he thinks m ust br done to 
which he pledged his support to 
the fullest extent of his “ capacity 
and energy” : 
“ I. Stopping expenditures in ex­ 
cess of our income by elim inating 
nonessential spending. 
“2. Reducing the federal debt; 
this would bo a great deterrent to 
inflation for the present and lift 
some of th*' burden we arc loading 
on generations of the future. 
“3. Curbing the excesses indulg­ 
ed in by lab*)- leaders, without de 
'tro y ing the right of collective bar­ 
gaining.” 
The Senator believes that “ when 
irresponsible 
labor leaders 
have 
the pow*er virtually to shut down 
tho country, our national security 
is im periled: when they have the 
power to stop production and wag 
es. our economy is unpaired; when 
they have the power to force wage 
increases unjustified by increased 
production, they create inflation.” 
Usually there are only two issues 
in strikes, he m aintains, “ One is 
an binational^’ wage increase un­ 
justified by increased production. 
The other is m ore authority to tell 
m anagem ent how to run the busi­ 
ne. s 
More power for the labor 
leaders usually is the big objec­ 
tive. with Little regard for others. ’ 
Elim ination of wasteful Govern­
